1. (Currently Amended) Sports sho c^ QspGc i al l y a go l f shoe^ having a sole on which 
downwardly projecting ground-engaging elements are or can be mounted, 
choroctcr i zcd i n that wherein t he ground-engaging elements {9^, or the moons 
(10) mounting elements provided for mounting th e m — the ground-enaaaina 
elements . are guided and held to move forward and backward along an arcy 
Gspccia l ly an arc of a c i rcle . 

2. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 1, charoctcrized i n 
that-wherein the ground-engaging elements-t9), or the mounting elements (10) 
provided for mounting the ground engaging elements them , can be moved 
between a starting position and an end position. 

3. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 1 or C l o i m 2 , 
char a cterized i n thot wherein the ground-engaging elements (0) , or the 
mounting elements moans (10) prov i ded for mount i ng them , are provided on at 
least one support (12 to 17, 30 to 33) which is guided and held by_a guide means 
(2 to 7, 2 8 , 3 4 to 37) to move along the arc. 

4. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 3, characte r ized in 
that wherein the support (12 to 17, 30 to 33) can be moved between a starting 
position and an end position. 

5. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 3 or C l o i m 4, 
characte r ized i n tha t wherein the support (12 to — 17, 30 to 33) is held 
undetachably by the guide means (2 to 7, 28, 3 4 to 37) . 

6. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in claim 3 any of claims 3 to 5 , 
character i zed in that wherein the support (12 to 17) is a slide. 

7. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in claim 3 any of c l a i ms 3 to 6, 
characterized in that wherein the guide means (2 to 7) is an arc-shaped groove 
that matches the support (12Jt:o 17) . 
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8. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in claim 6 Cla i ms 6 and 1 , 
chorocter i zed i n thot wherein the slide (12 to 17) is shaped in the form of an arc 
of a circle. 

9. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in claim 3 in any of c l a i ms 3 to 8^ 
chorocter i zed in thot wherein at least two or more than two supports (12 to 17) 
are provided, which are arranged in substantially concentric form and each of 
which is held and slldably guided by a_separate guide means (2 to 7) . 

10. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 9, character i zed in 
that -wherein at least one support (12 to 15) is arranged in the region of the 
forefoot, and at least one support (1 6 , 17) is arranged in the region of the heel. 

11. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in claim 3 anv of cla i ms 3 to 10 . 
chorocter i zed in thot wherein the guide means (2 to 7, 28, 3 4 to 37) are is 
closed on both ends thereof so that the path of movement of the supports (12 to 
17, 30 to 33) is limited. 

12. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in claim 3 ony of c l a i ms 3 to 10 , 
chorocter i zed in th a t wherein the guide moons (2 to 7) or e is open on at least 
one of the i r ends end so that the respective support (12 to 17) can move a certain 
length out of its guid e moons (2 to 7) , 

13. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 12, chorocterized by 
further comprising a stop (2 4 , 25) which acts between the support (12 to 17) and 
its guide means (2 to 7) a nd against which the support (12 to 17) abuts in order to 
limit the length by which It - the support can move out of the guide moons (2 to 7) . 

14. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined In Claim 11 , wherein or Cla i m 13, 
chorocter i zed i n that the support (12 to 17) has a starting position in which it 
ends flush with the edge of the sol e (1) . 

15. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 14, chorocter i zed i n 
that wherein the support is a slide (12 to 17) which is adapted to slide in the guide 
means (2 to 7) and which in its starting position ends fiush with and closes the 
opening of the groove (2 to 7) through which the support tt-can be pushed out 
beyond the edge of the sole-^i^. 
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16. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in claim 3 any of c l oims 3 to 15 , 
characterized i n that wherein the support (12 to 17) is shorter than the guide 
means (2 to 7) in which 4t -the support is received. 

17. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 16, characte r ized in 
that wherein the guide moans (2 to 7, 28, 3 4 to 37) coacts with a return spring i9 
that is capable of returning the support (12 to 17, 30 to 33) to it^a_starting 
position. 

18. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 17, cha r acter i zed i n 
thfrt -wherein the return spring is arranged In such a way that it embraces the 
center point of the arc of a circle. 

19. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in claim 3 any of claims 3 to 18 , 
characterized in that wherein a positive connection exists between the support 
(12 to 17, 30 to 33) and It^the respective guide means (2 to 7, 2 8 , 3 4 to 37) , by 
means of which it is retained in or on the guide moons (2 to 7, 2 8 , 3 4 to. 37) during 
displacement along the guidel attef, 

20. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 19, wherein 
charact er ized i n that the guide means (2 to 7) arc_ Jg undercut along their 
longitudinal edges and that the respective support (12 to 17) engages the 
undercut. 

21. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 20, characterized in 
that wherein the support (12 to 17) has a stepped design, matching the undercuts 
of the guide means (2 to 7) . 

22. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in claim 19 any of c l o i ms 19 to 

character i zed in that wherein the support (12 to 17) and the guide means (2 
to 7) engage each other in the way of a groove-and-tongue connection. 

23. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in claim 3 any of c l aims 3 to 22 , 
cha r acter i zed in that wherein the support (12 to 17, 30 to 33) is made from a 
plastic material. 
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24. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 23, cha r Qctc ri gcd i n 
that wherein the support (12 to 17, 30 to 33) is made from a plastic material 
having the same or similar properties as the sole i of the sports shoe. 

25. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in claim 3 any of c l a i ms 3 to 2 4^ 
chQrQctcrizQd i n that wherein t he support (30 to 33) is mounted on the shoe 
detachably. 

26. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 25, cho r octcrized i n 
that wherein the support (30 to 33) is mounted on the sole fi^ of the sports shoe 
at its center of rotation f3©)-which coincides with the center point of the arc- 
shaped path of movement of the support (30 to 33) . 

27. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 25, characterized in 
that wherein the support (30 to 33) is provided on a holder which is 
detachably mounted on the sports shoe. 

28. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 27, characterized i n 
that wherein the holder comprises one or more c l amp i ng moons clamp by which it 
can be clamped onto the sports shoe. 

29. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 27, choracterizcd in 
thfrt wherein the holder can be fastened on the sports shoe by buckles. 

30. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 27, charocter i zed in 
that wherein the holder comprises rece i ving m e ans a receiver shoe on which the 
sports shoe can be placed and firmly locked by application of pressure from above. 

31. (Currently Amended) Sports shoe, e specia ll y a golf shoe^ hav i ng comprising a sole 
which is provided with, or is adapted for receiving, downwardly projecting, ground- 
engaging elements, mountino elements for mounting the around enoaoino 
elements cha r Qctcr i zod in that the ground-engaging elements or th e moons 
(10) provided for mount i ng them, the mounting elements^ are provided on at least 
one arc-shaped slide (12 to 17) which latter is undetachably held in a matching 
arc-shaped groove (2 to 7) to slide between a starting position and an end 
position. 
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32. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 31, cha ra cter i zed in 
that two or more than further comprisino at least two supports (12 to 17) arc 
provided, which ore arranged in substantially concentric form and each of which 
said support is held in a separate groove (2 to 7) in sliding relationship. 

33. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 32, cha r acte ri zed in 
that wherein at least one slide (12 to 15) is arranged in the region of the forefoot, 
and at least one slide (1 6 , 17) is arranged in the region of the heel. 

34. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in claim 31. wherein any of 
c l a i ms 31 to 33, cha r acte r ized i n that the grooves (2 to 7) are closed on both 
ends thereof . 

35. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in claim 31. wherein any of 
cla i ms 31 to 33, character i zed in that the grooves (2 to 7) are open on one of 
their ends so that the respective slide (12 to 17) can move a certain length out of 
its groove (2 to 7) . 

36. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 35, characte ri zed by 
further comprising a stop (2 4 , 25) prov i ded between the respective slide (12 to 17) 
and its groove (2 to 7) , against which the slide (12 to 17) abuts in order to limit 
the length by which tt -the slide can move out of the groove (2 to 7) . 

37. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 35 or Cioim 3 6, 
characterized i n that i n its wherein the startino position the respective slide (4i 
to 17) ends flush with and closes the opening of the groove (2 to 7) through which 
4t -the slide can be pushed out beyond the edge of the sole fi^. 

38. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in claim 31, wherein any of 
c l aims 31 to 37, ch a ract e r i zed i n that the respective slide (12 to 17) is shorter 
than the groove (2 to 7) in which it is received. 

39. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 38, cha r acte r ized in 
that further comprising a return spring (10) is arranged in each groove (2 to 7) 
whief ^^ said spring is adapted to return the respective slide (12 to 17) to its starting 
position. 
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40. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in claim 31, wherein any of 
c l a i ms 31 to 30, character i zed i n that a positive connection exists between the 
groove (2 to 7) and the slide (12 to 17) , by which i ^the slide is retained in the 
groove (2 to 7) during displacement in it. 

41. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 40, cha r acterized i n 
th€rt wherein the grooves (2 to 7) are undercut along their longitudinal edges and 
that the respective slide (12 to 17) engages the undercut. 

42. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 41, characte r ized in 
that wherein the slide (12 to 17) is stepped to match the undercuts of the groove 
(2 to 7) . 

43. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in claim 40, wherein any of 
claims 4 0 to 4 2, characterized in that the slide (12 to 17) and the groove (2 to 
7^ engage each other in the way of a groove-and-tongue connection. 

44. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in claim 3, wherein any of claims 
31 to 4 3, cha r acte r ized in that the slide (12 to 17) is made from a plastic 
material. 



45. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 44, characte r ized in 
that wherein the slide (12 to 17) cons i sts of comprises a plastic material having 
the same or similar properties as the remaining sole of the sports shoe. 

46. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 1 or 2 , char a cterized 
in that wherein the ground-engaging elements (9), or the mountinc elements 
means (10) provided for mounting them , coact with a return spring (19) . 

47. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 46, characterized i n 
thfrt wherein the return spring is arranged in such a way that it embraces the 
center point of the arc of a circle. 

48. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in claim 1. wherein def i ned in 
any of the preceding claims, characterized in that the center of curvature (M, M5 7 
M e, 2 8 ) of the arc is located in front of the heel or heel portion of the sports shoe. 
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49. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 48, cha r octeriged i n 
that wherein the center of curvature ( 1 ^, Mi,, Ms, 28) of the arc is located between 
the heel or heel portion and the forefoot portion of the sports shoe. 

50. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 48, charoctc r ized in 
that wherein the center of curvature (M, Mi,, Ms, 2 8 ) of the arc is located between 
the heel or heel portion and the metatarsal portion of the sports shoe. 

51. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined In Claim 48, clia r octer i zed i n 
that wherein the center of curvature (M, Ms r^ e, 28) of the arc is located at a point 
where the arch of the sole of the foot has its zenith. 

52. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 3, characterized i n 
tttfit further comprising a common support (30), espec i ally q p l ote, i s provid e d for 
all engaging elements outside the heel portion. 

53. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 3, characte ri zed in 
that further comprising a common support (3 8 ), Gspcc i Qlly o plote, i s prov i ded for 
all engaging elements within the heel portion. 

54. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claims 52 ^ wherein and 53, 
cha r acter i zed in that the two supports (3 8 , 30) have a common pivot axis (2 8 ) . 

55. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 54, characterized in 
that wherein the two supports (38, 30) are arranged on the common pivot axis 

f2S^. 

56. (Currently Amended) The sports shoe as defined in Claim 55, characterized i n 
thcrt the two supports (3 8 , 30) form a single unit. 
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
